The reaaona, however, for Ihia release, »ng- 
geat an inimiry of importance, involving 
nothing leal than the welfare of the Be- 
veou* on th* one hand, which we are ever 
ready to guard with jr-ejnnty ; and on the 
other, the efficiency of the Troona, whirl) 
ti a eubiect of vital interest to the politi- 
cian and philinLhropiiL 

The facta are these. The military are 
entitled to an issue of Spiriti doty'free. 
Thia is effcclej, either hy a liberation from 
bono 1 for military service, free of impost, 
or by a drawback paid to thtCommisiariat 
upon a certificate of the number of gallons 
contracted for. Each plun hns open adopt- 
cil at difTemd limps, ami lit present Ihev 
are both brought into partial uyieration: 
tlic inpply for Sydney is duly free, tint 
for the out-stalions ia by drnwliaek. The 
difFerenc* in ayitem, however, need not 
perplex the investigation: f, tr supposing 
the rantractor to be nn Imurit msn, the 
result, as it reeriiTds the public, ta in both 
eases the same, a certain amount of spirit 
is consumed in the colony duty-free. Th* 
•gent for supply is the contrirtnr, and he 
makes hb arrangements according to the 
■yateui in operation ; for the duty-free 
ipirit he cliarjuen the bnre value of the 
article, and on llie drawback spirit lit adds 
9a, per gallon, I lie imount of duty. But 
the (lorernmetit returns the nine shillings 
to (lie Commiiasrint, and thus the military 
chest ia no poorer and the Cuatomi are no 
richer than they were before. The wldieiV 
■nirita are -stiTl the privileged inirita, and 
thousand! of galhns, tawever desirable it 
may b* to reatrain thair use, are consumed 
without any rest™ lion of tax or toll. This 
of itself is an evil ; it facilitate! the intem- 
perance which erery friend to the colony 
is anxious (o suppreat. But it may be said 
this is an evil confined, to a class, and we 
aeed not be aniioos about it, the 
military are no part of the colony, and 
why should we trouble onraelve* about 
them— they are a part, aud a momentooe 
and influential part of the colony, ami tin 
prosperity of every part ia essential to th* 
prosperity of th* whole. Beside*, all the 
soldiers, to their credit be it spoken, do not 
draw their spirit*, tluty hen wieea and fa- 
milies to provide for, ortbey are temperate 
men; they therefore leave their spirits in 
store, that is, they leave them osith the 
contractor. The prudent, or temperate 
man, however, naturally looks far * recom- 
penee, and he sells his ration to the con- 
tractor. The contractor, at the ntesent 
rate of duty, pnystheaoldiernineihillinpw 
a month ; that is, lie just gives the valor 
of the duly on one gallon of rum, for a ra- 
tion amounting to one gallon aud nnt-four- 
" ; his profit, being the origiuil 
of the article and one gallon in 
fourteen with the duty on, Thil is hi* 
arrangement with the soldier. Hi* 
management with the Coatoms and the 
CommiaanriM, however, most vary accord- 
ing to the particular system punned. In 
the caw of drawback lie is paid hy the 
taramistariit, hut he never takes the 
spirit out of hood | he has been paid for 
the ration at duty price, end hit bargain 
with the soldier is, that the ration ahall not 
be taken. Th* bonded stores are lightly 
Looked — Dot a drop of rum passes through 
them for the military service — aud yet the 
Treasury must in due time pay a draw- 
back for duty which haa never been re- 
ceived. In fact, the contractor and I he 
military have been bargaining for a share 
iu th* colonial revenue ; the colony ie»lly 
pays the soldier, and graciously adds a fee 
to th* contractor for being broker on the 
occasion. Nor in the cue of free issue is 
the matter much improved. Here the 
spirit ia taken out or bond In the last gul, 
but then to repay the contractor it muetgo 
free to the public. The contractor has paid 
th* colonial duty in another form ; he has 
paid it, not to the Customs but to the 
military ; and why should he pay it again f 
The customs hare, therefore, the hsppi- 
n*» of either teeing the spirit consumed, 
it respect* themselves, duty free; or 
of knowing that they have again, in an- 
other form, paid the military. It ia indeed 
a painful predicament to be in ; bat how 
can it be helped ? To seise these duty- 
free spirits will he (o break faith with the 
t troop* ; end to stand penniless whilst 
watching the con sumption ol a customable 
article, >a to undergo a fiscal martyrdom, 
Vet martyrdom i* better thau dishonesty ; 
we therefore think that the nithdrawment 
of the late seizure w*a correct ; for under 
the existing system, the value of the duty 
somewhere, end ought not 
to be charged again. 

The justice of the release being thus 
rendered apparent, the propriety of the 
ayetetn of spirit rations by which that re 
lease it vindicated become* a matter o 
grave debate. It should be most seriously 
examined both hy the Colonial Legisla- 
ture and the military authoritie*. ft haa 
two aspects ; the moral and the financial, 
the moral niay b* the more striking, but 
wt shall confine our observations for the 
present to th* financial alone. A 
have already intimated there is a 
siderahle lost to the revenue in the case 
of all ration* ltft in itore. Thia will be 

found lo amount to npwsrjt of jtViihJI) 
a year. In 1641, there were Issued 
21,292 gallons liable to • duty of £!>iHl 
St., about one-third of which was left in 
Star*. The sum of J31B3 16*., there- 
fore, wa* *ith*r paid to the Com 
rnittariat for ruse never issued, or 
became lost to the revenue by spirit 
to the public duty free.

and if the military become more sober it 
will increase, until, supposing them to 
carry out temperance to the fullest extent, 
the colony will suffer • lots of aS9aSI. 
In these hard times we cannot afford a 
diminution of our income, much less eucii 
■ serious infringement upon it as thai 
already noticed, and which may yet in- 
crease. What it the remedy T To make 
th. toldrer drink bi. ration would certainly 
be an efficient one. Hut who would 
propose such a measure ? Who dare 
enforce it? It were an odious tyranny. 
It were to deny s matt one of his 
first rights, to refuse that which 
it hurtful. It ware to revive th* old store 
system with its robberies and execution*, 
if this is to be the remedy, let it not be 
thought of for an instant. Shall we 
take tw*y the soldier'* rnlion *nd place

now obtain three-pence or three-pertce half- 
penny lor his fli-ng. If we aik his consent, 
or rather thai of the military authorities, 
we cannot expect them to yield. What 
thru enn be donr T It has been suggested 
that we should pay the prudent soldier his 
three-pence hallpenny ourselves, and that 
bv this stipendiary guiymeid we should be 
the gainers : for instance, tb* colony now 
loses upon I9ft,719 rations the sum of 
*>;il93 IGs.; but these at ,')jd. would b* 
only aSattgr 19s. Hi., leaving £29t, I lis. 
i.t, iu pur favour. Eveu this would 
be better tit* it the present system. But 
it may he said suppose all llie SoldieTs w*r* 
to become temfwrate, the rations in store 
would mure than connlerbalaiice the pecu- 
niary advantage, ami a charge of nettrly six- 
thoutand pounds would ensue. Be it so, 
we are liable to thia cxpenBO through the 
ront motor even now, and our paying 
directly would net make the matter worse, 
rlceiug, then, thai we may lose nine ihou- 
snud pounds, a runnge in the ays' em is 
the more imperiously demanded, and we 
mnst, if possible, adjust the interests 
of th* military and the colony. 
How can this be effected f Only 
by the colony and the military meeting 
**ch other If ih* colony could afford 
two pence a day, the War Office would be 
bound under lloysl Warrant, of loth 
July, is'tu, to grant on additional penny, 
and thus the soldier would hare tn equi- 
valent for his ration. For it must be 
borne in mind, that tl>* diminution of 
doty on spirits will bring the ration far 
below it* present value. One penny a 
day on 596,170' rations— the rations of 
IS4 1— wifl be JtWrM 2s, and twice that, 
or two-pent* a day, will be under sSfifXH). 

The extn expense will not appear so 
great when it i* reinetnbeted that we pay 
063193 lot. already; and that two-pence 
■ day ii k, leaving only at; 1 77 1 

els. additions! to be supplied by the colony. 
Now, can we afford stMSutMs.! If not 
the Legislative Council will have to makt 
th* best bargain they ran j tint thing below 
three thousand pound* will he a saving ; 
and even with regard to a larger sum it 
should be rrcollcated the whole will b* 
spent in the colony, and part of it will re- 
turn into the Treasury fordotv on euaiom- 
»blr article*. It is very evident tome- 
thing most be done, for the late aaiiure 
has brought this subject fully before the 
public, A uhrgsrdly or ungenerous course 
will he disadvantageous - t we must do 
something to re,air the present loss, and 
the greater loss which is threslened ; and 
a grant from the Colonial Treasury may 
put nn end lo all apprehension by des- 
troying a syttcin which is injurious to the 
soldier, and fraught with expense to our- 
selves. It it too late or too soon to say 
we have no need of troops; we have 
them ; we are happy to have them. 

The military are a necessary put of our 
Colonial establishment, and their efficiency 
is a ftrtt-rste consideration, We mutt 
have men. we must have sober men ; and 
surely to secure such an arm of power in 
all its rigour, we ought not to begrudge 
some small sacrifice , To make a judicious 
saeriEee, or to avoid a greater one by 
prompt liberality is th* part of wise politi- 
cians. On • mere financial ground then 
something matt be done. The moral con- 
sideralion. however, which t* ill on the 
aide of sons new arrangement, must not be 
forgotten, *nd we shall recur to it 1* soon 
as possible, 

FOREIGN CAUGHT OIL,

" free trade in mooev." 

The principle inrolvcd in this qtrnliott 
it rethn sn importtnl one. Political eco-

a aell-ndjustiiig pritieiple, have urged the 
application of ilie tj$0t fmrc maxim lo 
money -leu ling as well at to evrry other 
kind of hartci.

It it taid to le 
doubtful how Jar it is politic to encourage 
a habit of borrowing in .uch a etui by 
directly sanctioning; of the money-lender, 
or the itecprr of the truck-.hop. The 
vices and necesiitie. of the working 
clntaes must tlway. tend to throw 
tliem into debt, but it is Mtd that these 
hahite thould be diseoureged by public 
opinion a. much na pouible, and the prac- 
tice instead of being made the rule, be 
confined as at present to the exception 
It is nlso argued that considering the tre- 
mendtiot power of the moneyed man in 
modern society, and the disparity bctnren 
the mere poaeeMor ol labour and the pn«- 
teasor of c*;iira] (the former being unable 
to select his rntrket from the want of a 
eubaistciice fund to support him in the in- 
leriiii), it it not dnintMe to incratK thit 
relit ire independence (o an intolerable ile. 
sree l>,v reducing the tnboiiring clnsara to 
a state of complete subjectioil to the 
nwney-lender. 

Alter all, we fear there is no other pre 
ventirt of usury then public opinion 
Prior to the change of the old usury Uvw. 
people contrived means tu obtain the mar- 
ket value for their money when that ealuo 
fairly exceeded the legal rate of per cent. 
When the teenrity *** sound, the borrower 
could always obtain the nccommodttion at 
the fair market rale of the day. The com- 
petition of capitalist! kept the rate down 
to a moderate level. In spite of usury 
laws the common tense of the mercantile 
world sii aware that discounting wat a 
calculation of probabilities, a risk rom- 
pounded of moral and mercantile chances, 
which it wia thsurrj to cut down to the 
level of five per cent. Accordingly mer- 
cantile ingenuity soon deviaed method* of 
evading the strict penalties uf the taw, 
Parliament dcterrnineii to pat. an act to 
render it legal to take more than a pt 
cent, per annum for the discount of bill* 
of exchange not exceeding twelve month** 
and in the metctntile world it ha. been 
found to work without any injurious or 
opprestive effect i the price of money _ 
Lombard.atrwt always regulating the rule* 
nf discount to the provincial joint- stock 
bankt in England, although in the colonies 
which possess independent legislatures of 
their own, the old utury law* ttiil remain 
nominally in effect, in the Iran tactions ol 
the banks, but practically, are evaded by 
the euro charge of cammiuion. The 
question it, wm this relaxation sufficient f 
Were are lo jndge from public opinion, we 
thould say that it wat not. Tlic writer

It i* the general 
ojiininnj that had not these laws been 
relaxed in 1339 and 1 Ml), when money 
wat so scarce from lhe drain lor 
foreign coin, ami the Bank of Eng. 
land was obliged to borrow from the Bank 
of Trance, we should have had na dis- 
astrous a period in the city at in IM.i 
and 1 S36, when tbe great American houses 
failed. We recognise the principle of free 
trade in money by permitting; pawnbroker* 
to charge the poor ,1 or 4 per cent, per 
month. And we see nothing usurious in 
the insurer who charge* a man 25 or 30 
per cent, if his vessel ha* out-stayed her 
time n month. On tbe grand teate it 
stem, to be proved that nation, like the 
English and Americans could not have 
made their ripid progress hut for the credit 
system, a fact which is the more apparent 
by ContTiaiing them with the French and 
other*, who proceed on the opposite tya- 
tem. Above all it seems evident that 
without the credit system the poor man 
Could never rite in the world, and that an 
eternal line of demarcation would separate 
the rariout tdatset of society.
